Ordinance   of   the     City     of     Long 
Beach  Adopting  a  "Building  Code"; 
Regulating  the  Construction,  Altera- 
t  on,    Repair,    Moving     and    Demoli- 
tion of  Buildings,  and  Other  Struo-
